Site of Former Battle. 
The selection of a site for staging 
the fight will be made this afternoon. 
It is a rock-strewn field in East Reno 
about a mile and a half from the 
heart of the city and is familiar in 
ring history as the scene of the -Hart 
Root contest of July 4, 1906. It is 
iegarded as an ideal location, as it 
affords plenty of ground for a spa­ 
cious structure and is within easy 
walking distance of the city. On one 
side it is flanked by the tracks of 
the Southern Pacific Railway and on 
the other by a trolley line. 
Contractor McLaughlin w’ent over 
the location today with Rickard and 
the Reno fight committee and im­ 
mediately began to carry out plans 
already prepared for the construc­ 
tion of the arena. 
A building about 300 feet square 
modeled along the lines of the struc­ 
ture begun in San Francisco will be 
put up. It is hoped to have it com­ 
pleted by the first of the month. No 
change will be made in the original 
arrangement of V a ts .

Guthrie, Okla., June 21.—Though 
the arguments are not concluded and 
Judge Campbell has not expressed 
an opinion relative to the two ques­ 
tions before him, it appeared this 
afternoon at adjournment, after two 
strenuous days of argument that the 
case filed by Guthrie in the United 
States circuit court here was totter­ 
ing from its own sheer weakness.

matter, without the question of the 
binding force of the enabling act be­ 
ing passed upon. 
The above summarizes what ap­

still unused, or Judge Campbell may 
overlook the apparent lack. of juris­

ital at Guthrie until 1913 binding? Or 
it may be that the contention of the 
governor that W. H. Coyle, the Guth­ 
rie mllionaire, who has applied for 
the injunction to prevent the removal 
of the state capital effects to Okla 
homa C ity has no right, as a private 
citizen, to bring such a suit as that 
now being argued, is with out the 
force that it appears to have. 
Proceedings of the Day. 
Today’s work in the big case was 
as follows: 
Judge Dale of Guthrie 
completed his arguments which he 
began last night, and Judge Burford 
and Mr. Horner, 
also 
of 
Guthrie, 
made theirs. W. A. Ledbetter of Okla 
homa City defended the right of Ok- 
homa to permanently locate its cap­ 
ital prior to 1913, the enabling act 
notwithstanding. 
E. J. Giddings of 
Oklahoma City made 
a 
brief, 
but 
powerful 
argument 
against 
the 
grounds presented by Guthrie as a 
reason for asking a temporary in­ 
junction. Mr. Giddings concluding at 
5:30 this afternoon, Judge Campbell 
adjourned court until 9 o’clock to­ 
morrow morning, when whatever ar­ 
guments yet remaining are to be 
made. Judge B. F. Burwell of Okla 
homa City 
probably 
will 
conclude 
for the defense. 
Judge Burford Argues. 
After paying a compliment to At 
torney General West, “to whose ac­ 
tions he believed the present order­ 
ly and peaceful conditions are due, 
Judge Burford, on behalf of Guthrie, 
argued that congress had absolute 
and unquestioned right to make con 
ditions and limitations upon whicl 
Oklahoma came into the union, and 
that congress had done this here so 
far as locating the capital until 1913 
was concerned, so that that agitat­ 
ing question 
which had 
heretofore 
caused 
fearful 
disorders and even 
bloodshed, might not disturb the peo­ 
ple of the young state in getting 
a good start. The ordinance irrevoc­ 
able by which the enabling act was 
accepted by the Oklahoma constitu­ 
tional convention, he termed unal­ 
terable, immutable, for ever binding 
Ledbetter Makes Argument. 
W. A. Ledbetter of Oklahoma City, 
here for the defendant state officers, 
who was a member of the constitu­ 
tional convention that accepted the 
enabling act by “ordinance irrevoc­ 
able,” after challenging the Guthrie 
statement that the defense was not 
acting with the best patriotism or 
political morality in trying to evade 
the provisions of the contract be­ 
tween the constitutional convention 
and congress, confined himself sole­ 
ly to arguing that the enabling act 
was obsolete, dead, of no force, and 
that the people of Oklahoma had 
acted within their sovereign powers 
in locating the capital at Oklahoma 
City now. The enabling act, he said 
was for instructions to the constitu­ 
tional convention, and that only the 
constitutional convention was bound 
by the ordinance 
irrevocable 
ac­ 


cepting the terms of the enabling 
act. But the constitutional conven­ 
tion, 
their 
‘‘ordinance 
irrevocable” 
and the enabling act itself expired 
at statehood, and Oklahoma was born 
without a provision In her consti­ 
tution keeping the capital at Guth­ 
rie or elsewhere, and was absolutely 
untrammeled from 
the moment of 
her birth as to the future disposition 
of her state capital. The very fact 
that the capital was not fixed in the 
constitution, when the other six re­ 
quirements of the enabling act were 
incorporated 
therein, 
shows, 
con­ 
tended Mr. Ledbetter, the location of 
the capital 
was left op^n 
to th* 
people of the state. 


Mr. Ledbetter quoted decision after 
decision in his support, took the de­ 
cisions quoted by the Guthrie at­ 
torneys and construed them better 
for his side 
than 
for theirs and 
wound up as follows: 
T he state of 
Oklahoma 
has proceeded according 
to law and her own constitution and 
located her stat** capital permanent­ 
ly, and the governor of the state is 
now v.he-e the seat of the state gov­ 
ernment now is, and where it will 
stay until the people of the state I 
see fit to mate it again. 
Any 
re- \ 
straining order by this court will bt I 
directly 
in violation of the sover-! 
eiknty of the state. Congress’ attempt I 
to fix the state capital, if there was I 
such an Intention, was then an un-1 
authorized attempt to interfere with 
the local affairs of the state. For I 
the enabling act to be now made 
binding w'o lid be to prostrate the 
sovenignty of the state of Oklaho­ 
ma. I submit that this court will not 
require the state officers to return 
to Guthrie to the service of this 
tavern owner.”
